pꝛelume to weare oꝛ tarie about them any ſuch Steelet oꝛ pocket Dagger, pocket Dagge oꝛ 
Piſtoll, vpon paine of Our Pꝛintely Indignation and diſpleaſure, Impꝛiſonment and 
Cenlure inthe Starre · Chamber; And woe doe like wile ſtraightly foꝛbid vpon like paine 
all Cutlers, oꝛ other perſon, to make oz ſell any ofthe ſaid Steclets, pocket Daggers, pocket 
Dagges oꝛ Piſtols. |
